Today he turns his attention 
to a meeting with the party’s 
finance committee to take up 
the 1965 budget. 
Leaders who have talked to 
Goldwater describe the Republi­ 
can nominee as an angry man 
who believes that he rallied all 
of the party conservatives in 
getting more than 26 million 
votes. Goldwater was said to be 
determined that Burch should 
not be ousted because he feels it 
would be repudiation of him 
personally. 


Burch was hand-picked for his 
post by Goldwater. 
Although congressional lead­

How long will it take ihe law, census- 
takers and budget-makers to catch up to 
the new shape of living in the United 
States? 
Here in Ohio the so-called suburban 
population now is larger than the so­ 
called urban population. James C. Slo­ 
cum, working with the Ohio State Univer­ 
sity’s branch of Business Research re­ 
ports that in July 1963 3.6 million lived in 
the central cities. 
The “suburban” total might be even 
larger if any way existed to count all the 
people who think of themselves as “subur­ 
banites.” In this era of the dependable 
auto and the good highway, people living 
far beyond the obvious suburban area, 
consider themselves to be residents of the 
nearest population center. 
All “suburbanites” think of themselves 
In this way — always have. Even though 
their “suburban” communities may have 
incorporated and taken municipal names, 


their residents identify themselves with 
the central city, from which they are 
separated only by arbitrary distinctions 
perpetrated against them by legislators, 
bureaucrats and, sad to say, their own 
prejudices. 
There is only one way to count noses 
that makes sense. That is to count all 
tile noses in an urbanized area. On this 
basis, 
Cleveland 
had 
1,784.991 
actual 
population in 1960 against only 876,050 in 
the official census. Canton had 213,574, 
compared with 113.631, Akron an actual 
population of 458,253 compared with 290,- 
351 and so on. 
These are the only statistics that matter. 
How long will it take to reach a realistic 
definition of urban population, free from 
confusing and arbitrary distinctions about 
how many people are living on one side 
of an imaginary line and how many on 
the other side?

When the prime minister of

Britain is 
in trouble if it doesn t sell more 
and the United States will be in 
trouble if it buys more abroad - 
especially steel and metal stuff. 
So the President’s headache 
Is how to keep steel costs and 
prices and wages in line to pre­ 
vent the British—and the Jap­ 
anese and Germans—from un­ 
derselling us at home. In turn 
this means Mr. Johnson must 
find a way to keep the big 
United Steelworkers Union and 
the industry from 
clobbering 
each other during the negotia­ 
tions for a new steel contract. 


FACT IS that President John­ 
son may not be able to control 
the crisis and there could well 
be another long strike. 
To understand why Mr John­ 
son may be boxed in, it s nec­ 
essary to know what is really 
at stake—something which has 
not yet been discussed in the 
public prints.

Obviously the launch­ 
ing of an apprentice program 
and the creation of skilled man­

There will be other demands, 
such as a voice in the assigning 
of crews, or the combining of 
jobs — and scores of other sim­ 
ilar participations 
in

manangement prerogatives. 
This will be the real battle­ 
front. President Johnson can 
clobber on prices, as the late 
John Kennedy did, or on wages, 
but he can’t force a settlement 
on the management issue.

say, ‘well. he's bomb-happy, or 
trigger-happy.’ ”

The ‘Great Society’

President Johnson dinned it 
Into American heads that he 
wants to build the "Great Soci­ 
ety” but he never said exactly 
how and he never quite said 
when. 
He still hasn't given details 
but this week, after he called in 
a group of reporters to let them 
interview 
him 
provided they 
didn t quote him. it was clear he 
thinks the Great Society will be 
many long years in the making 
Since last April he had dwelt 
on the Great Society theme re 
peatedly, although not recently, 
pledging his administration to 
build it. He mentioned three 
places to start: in the “cities. . . 
countryside. . and classrooms.” 
One of his foundation stones. 
to be offered the new Congress 
in January, will be medical care 
for the aged — a plan tied to 
Social Security. Others will he 
road-building 
programs 
and 
funds for health facilities in 
mining areas. 
This is a modest enough be­ 
ginning for a man who did so 
well in the November election 
which also gave his Democrats 
overwhelming control of con­ 
gress. He has been extraordi­ 
narily un-noisy for a victorious 
politician. 
But the explanation is that he 
doesn't want to waste any of the 
good will and influence he won 
through pressure tactics or un­ 
necessary conflicts. In short, he 
seems bent on following a very 
moderate road. 
He wants to avoid the pit 
President Franklin D Roosevelt 
fell into when. atter his tremen­ 
dous election triumph in 1936. he 
damaged his effectiveness bad­ 
ly. particularly in Congress, by 
his fight in 1937 over reshaping 
the Supreme Court. 
There s another side to that 
story. The court in Roosevelt's 
first term wrecked one New 
Deal 
program 
after 
another. 
But after Roosevelt began his 
fight the court — through resig­ 
nations. new appointments and 


no doubt great self-conscious­ 
ness — swung around to Roose­ 
velt’s side. 
Johnson, despite his caution, 
may stumble into the same pit 
of unpopularity but in the oppo­ 
site way if he is faced with an 
issue that badly needs fighting 
hut tries to avoid it. 
More than any president in 
this century — with the excep­ 
tion of Dwight D. Eisenhower 
who in eight years never really 
said anything to make people 
mad at him — Johnson for some 
time should have the least trou­ 
ble with Congress. 
He knows the congressional 
mind. having been part of it 
himself so long, and accom­ 
plished a great deal as a Senate 
Democratic leader by the tech­ 
nique he seems bent on fol­ 
lowing now 
the soft approach 
and compromise. 
After watching Johnson for 
years it is this writer s belief his 
philosophy of achievement 
is 
based 
on 
making 
progress 
through an accumulation of lim­ 
ited advances instead of on a 
few sensational triumphs. 
In this way he can hope

although both the liberal and 
conservative sides may be an­ 
gry when each doesn t think it 
got enough or one thinks the 
other got too much — neither 
will have ground for enough ir­ 
ritation to be an enemy.

NA ACP Threatens Action 
In Construction Dispute 


CLEVELAND tA P)-A huge! 
mass demonstration to halt con­ 
struction of the new Federal 
Building here has been threat-} 
ened in a dispute over alleged 
racial discrimination by unions 
working on the project. 
The threat was made Thurs­ 
day by the National Association} 
for the Advancement of Colored 
People, which demanded that 
contracts for construction of the 
S2 million building be canceled 
The NA ACP said in a tele­ 
gram to Secretary of Labor W 
Willard Wirtz that unless steps 
are taken to void the contracts 
the “U.S. Government will be 
a direct party to racial discrim­ 
ination in violation of federal 
executive orders.” 
The telegram was sent follow­ 
ing a meeting of civil rights 
leaders, federal officials and 
representatives of b u i l d i n g 
trades unions. U.S. Rep. Char­ 
les A. Vanik, D-Ohio, called the 
meeting to look into the racial 
discrimination charges. 
Officers of the five unions In­ 
volved in the construction pro­ 
ject said at the meeting there1 
was no discrimination in admit­ 
ting new members. 
Harold R. Williams, executive 
s e c r e t a r y of the Cleveland 
branch of the NAACP, said in a 
letter to Undersecretary of I.a- 
hor John F. Henning early this 
month that the five unions “ had 
no intentions of specific per­ 
formance regarding apprentice­ 
ship training for Negroes.” 
The telegram to Wirtz was 
figned by Williams and Herbert 
Hill, national NAACP labor sec- 
tetary. They said this is the 
first time the NAACP has made 
such a demand in protesting 
what it calls bias in the con­ 
struction field. 


Williams and Hill said a delay 
by the federal government in 
consideration of 
the demand 
could lead to “the biggest pub­ 
lic mass demonstration ever 
seen here.”

Isometrics Strengthens And Streamlines 


The magic back of isometric 
exercises is that they take so 
little time, yet they f o s t e r 
strength and streamlines. Aware 
that our easier 
way of life is 
w o r k i n g 
against 
us, 
readers a r e 
a s k i n g 
p e r t i n e n t 
questions. 
“How c a n 
we know if an 
Isometric ex­ 
ercise is g a t- Ida 
ting the right muscles? How 
many calories will the isomer 
ries burn up?”. . .“I am self­ 
conscious about my u p p e r 
arms,” a young homemaker 
comments. “I hare pockets of 
fat behind my knee joints,” an 
overweight laments. “How can 
I banish tile inside pad at fat on 
knees?” another questions. 


WHENEVER you contract a 
muscle you are helping to tone 
that muscle. The best way to 
tell is to feel what is happening 
to the muscle you are contract­ 
ing. Try this. . .as you sit in 
a chair, reach out and take hold 
of a chairback in front of you. 
Grasp firmly, press down and 
hold the muscle contraction. 
With your free hand, feel the 
muscles that flank the u n d e r 
arms. The triceps muscle is tak­ 
ing the action because this is a 
push muscle. If the second chair 
Is against the wall or any oth­ 
er immovable object, p u s h 
toward the wall. This added re­ 
sistance increases the overload. 
The triceps muscles get very 
little exercise, and for this rea­ 
son they tend to go soft and 
flabby and lose their grip on 
youth. Extra fat increases the 
sagging. Using the principle of 
forcible extension of elbow, de­ 
vise your own exercises. 
On the calorie burning score: 
Repetition of an exercise takes 
energy which steps up calorie 
burning, *o aa isometric exer­ 
cise, 
performed only o n c e 
doesn't bum many calories. 
However, a quarter-hour spent 
daily in calisthenics with t b s 
contraction held, can work a fig­ 
ure miracle. In gymnastic ex­ 
ercises you bum between three 
and six calories per minute. 
Contrast this with the calories 
spent sitting at ease, which is 
I S per minute. 
Big body movements bum cal­ 
ories. Walking throe miles an 
hour bums four calories p e r 
minute. When you walk, pull up- 
and-in with the brace of abdom­ 
inal muscles . . . h-o-l-d. Breath 
freely, hold the contraction. To 
turn into a silken-slim beauty, 
combine walking and isometric 
contraction. You restore tone to 
these muscles as you step up 
calorie bunting. 


HOW TO banish fat pads on 
the inside of the knees? As you 
walk, make sure to point your 
toes straight ahead and throw 
the weight to the outer borders 
of the feet. Never toe out. To 
get at the fat pads behind the 
knees, sit on a table, feet off 


floor, and swing your legs free-| 
ly back and forth, then tr y 
holding the contraction as the 
legs alternately swing back. To 
add resistance, place inside of 
each foot against outside of 
chair rungs. Press inward and 
hold the muscle contraction to 
a slow count of six. Count out 
loud so as not to hold y o u r 
hreath. 
The best part of exercise is 
the fitness angle. Toned mus 
des impart a feeling of well 
being. Swing into exercise, get 
the habit, and you’ll soon notice 
the difference. . .you’ll h a v e 
more bounce md verve.

OTTAWA (AP) - A maple 
leaf flag should be flying over 
Canada’s 
IO 
provinces 
by 
Christmas, 
as 
promised 
by 
Prime Minister Lester B. Pear­ 
son in his campaign against 
French-Canadian separatism. 
The Senate voted 38-23 Thurs­ 
day night for the red and white 
maple leaf banner. The House 
of Commons approved the new 
flag Tuesday. Only a routine 
proclamation by Queen Eliza­ 


beth II is needed to make the 
flag official. 
It will have a single red ma­ 
ple leaf on a white background, 
flanked by two red panels. King 
George V, Queen Elizabeth’s 
grandfather, proclaimed three 
maple leaves the emblem of 
Canada in 1921. 
Since 
that 
time 
Canadian 
servicemen have worn the em­ 
blem as a shoulder patch on 
their uniforms. However, serv-

icemen’s organizations joined 
members of the Conservative 
party in a vigorous campaign 
against abandonment of the flag 
under which they had gone into 
battle in two world wars — the 
red ensign, which has the Union 
Jack in the upper left quadrant.

the national flag, it has been 
accepted internationally as such 
since a Liberal government in 
1944 ordered it flown over all 
government buildings. 
In a move to appease those 
still faithful to the Union Jack, 
the House of Commons by a 
vote of 182-25, approved Thurs­ 
day a proposal to fly the Union 
Jack also as a symbol of alle­ 
giance to the crown and mem­ 
bership in the commonwealth. 
At one time, Pearson said the 
fate of his Liberal party’s con­ 
trol rode with the maple leaf.

ANSWER: When air is warmed, the mo lecules in it ex ­ 
pand and are wider apart, so the air beco mes lighter and 
mo v es upward (light arro ws 1. Co lder air, which is denser 
and heav ier, sinks do wn under the warm air, helping to 
bo o st it up (black arro ws). Later, the w'arm air will beco me 
co o led and sink do wn in its turn. These air mo v ements cause 
the winds. There is a general rising o f air fro m the ho t »•e- 
gio ns aro und the equato r and a general mo v ement o f co ld 
air co ming do wn fro m the no rth to flo w under it. But many 
things, such as the earth’s ro tatio n and the unequal heating 
o f the land areas, cause v ariatio ns in the mo v ements o f the 
winds and bring us many kinds o f weather, so metimes .sto rmy , 
so metimes pleasant.

• upper right) it meets many different co nditio ns. Often fields 
and deserts beco me v ery ho t fro m the sun, but fo rests tend 
to abso rb so me o f this heat. Hills, rav ines, mo untains, are o b­ 
stacles in the way o f the ev en flo w o f wind. Such irregulari­ 
ties o f heating and the o bstacles are the main cause o f the 
sudden gusts which may co me in a steady wind — such as the

ANSWER: When air is warmed, the molecules in it ex­ 
pand and are wider apart, so the air becomes lighter and 
moves upward (light arrow si. Colder air. which is denser 
and heavier, sinks down under the warm air, helping to 
boost it up (black arrows). Later, the warm air will become 
cooled and sink down in its turn. These air movements cause 
the winds There is a general rising of air from the hot re­ 
gions around the equator and a general movement of rold 
air coming down from the north to flow under it. But many 
things, such as the earth’s rotation and the unequal heating 
of the land areas, cause variations in the movements of the 
winds and bring us many kinds of weather, sometimes stormy, 
sometimes pleasant. W’hen wind blows close to the ground 
(upper right) it meets many different conditions Often fields 
and deserts become very hot from the sun. but forests tend 
to absorb some of this heat. Hills, ravines, mountains, are ob­ 
stacles in the way of the even flow of wind Such irregulari­ 
ties of heating and the obstacles are the main cause of the 
sudden gusts which may come in a steady wind — such as the 
one blowing off Billy’s hat The ocean surface is more even,
